LONDON, Jan. 17.—That Abys- 
sinila is the last home of open 
slavery; that in its capital, Adis 
Abeba, there arc more slaves than 
free men, and that the British Le- 
gation there is full of slaves owned 
by legation servants, are assertions 
made by two correspondents of the 
Westminster Gazette, who lately 
have been in Abyssinia. 

The newspaper today published 
the first article by the correspond- 
ents, detailing conditions in Abys- 
sinia. 

The correspondents assert that 


of the slaves alleged to be in the 
British Legation many are British 


subjects, having been captured by 


slave raiders in British territory. 
They declase that not only are 
the slaves who enter the legation 
compound not instantly set free. 
but that if they have escaped from 
their owners the latter can enter 
the compound to recapture them. 


ARMS FROM AMERICA. 

The article declares France. 
Great Britain and Italy having 
bound themselves under the arms 
convention of 1819 not to supply 
munitions to the Abyssinians, it is 
now only America which is import- 
ing or seeking to import arms into 
Abyssinia—-arms destined to assist

INVESTIGATE CONCESSIONS. 

Under the terms of the Balfour 
proposal, which was promptly ac- 
cepted bx Hughes, the provisions 
of existing concessions appearing 
to be inconsistent with the open 
door principle, would be submitted 
to an international board for in- 
vestigation and report. 

Japan was the hardest hit by 
this proposal, which would make 
it possible to call in question the 
conditions on which she has ob- 
tained spheres of influence in Man- 
churia and numerous concessions 
wrung from China by the twenty- 
one demands of 1915. 

When the Hughes and Balfour 
propositions were combined in one 
resolution, Italy added her accept- 
ance to that of the United States 
and Great Britain, France objected 
to existing concessions being called 
in question and Japan, accepting 
“in principle” asked for time to 
study the text. The committee 
thereupon adjourned until tomor- 
row.

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LEWIS'S SPEECH 


IS THREATENING 


Union Head Tells Workers 
to Fight Wage Cut. 


Insinuates They Will Strike 
if Necessary. 


Asserts Talk of Reduction 
Now is Foolish. 


A. NIGHT WIRE | 
SHAMOKIN (Pa.) Jan. 17.— 
John L. Lewis, international pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers, 
today told the anthracite miners’ 
wage convention that there must 
be no backward step in their at- 


titude toward the demand of coal 
companies to reduce wages. 


STRIKE THREATENED. 

“When I gay we will take no 
backward step I say it with an ap- 
preciation of what that policy 
means and if it requires an indus- 
trial conflict to avoid taking a back- 
ward step, then the industrial con- 
flict may come,” he added. 

Mr Lewis is presiding at the 


hard coal miners’ convention, which’ 


will formulate wage and other de- 
mands to be presented to the coal 
operators before March 31. when 
the present contract expires. Wage 
agreements in the coft coal fields 
expire at the same time. Predic- 
tions have been made by hard-caa!l 
miners that instead of agreeing to a 
wage reduction the anthracite men 
will demand increases, among other 
things. 

A representative of the genera! 
committee of anthracite operators 
gave out a statement that “full time 
operations of the anthracite mines 
on the scale heretofore maintained 
will not be possible in the coming 
year without adjustments which 
will permit reducing the price to 
the consumer.” 


CONCLUSION UNAVOIDABLE. 

“The conclusion is unavoidable,” 
the statement said, “that full time 
production cannot be maintained 
unless Wages are reduced.” 

Mr. Lewis said that the talk 
of reducing the wags of men in the 
industry, who are now enduring the 
privations of poverty and destitu- 
tion is idle.” ' 

“The minds of the business men 
and statesmen of America,” he 
continued, “must devise some 
of correcting the 
evils in the bituminous mining in- 
dustry. 


NO BACKWARD STEP. 


“One thing must be sure, not 
only in the bituminous coal fields, 
but in the anthracite coal fields, 
in this day there must be ne 
backward step by the mine work- 
ers. It makes no difference to 
the organized mine workers that 
wage reductions have taken place 
in other industries and it makes 
no difference to the, organised 
mine workers that the men em- 
ployed in the nonunion’ = sections 
have accepted wage reductions. 
We do not propose to have our 
standards of living gauged by the 
standards of living which obtain 
among these benighted, unfortu- 
nate people who are compelled to 
work for unorganizeg mining em- 
plovers.

DANCE HALLS 
FACING FIRE. 


Phoenix Court Orders That 
They be Policed. 


High Jinks of New Year's 
Eve Responsible. 


PHOENIX (Aris.) Jan. 17.—The 
Gance halls of Phoenix and vicinity 
again are under fire following wild 
disorder on New Year's Eve, 
involving intoxication of many 
young people, and wholesale vio- 
lation of the prohibition statutes. 
Judge Jenckes of the Superior 
Court has taken official cognizance 
of the charges, and has appointed 
a special probation officer, with 
a number of volunteer assistants, 
to police the dance halls, to sup- 
press all disorder, and te report 
all intoxication. 

Judge Jenckes states that this 
has become necessary for protec- 
tion of young girls, who are not 
to be allowed to stay at the halls 
after 10 p.m., with addition of an 
hour on Friday and Saturday eve- 
nings, if accompanied by parents. 
The dance-hall operators, fearful 
of absolute closure, have ex- 
pressed themselves eager to aid in 
enforcement of the order. 

County Attorney Shephard states 
that the dance halls are absolute- 
by Arizona statutes, and 

t they are existing only by 
sufferance. Last year he attempt- 
ed to close them, and was in- 
fluenced by promises that the 
places would be better conducted 
than in the past.

Ditch Diggers. Find. More 
Human Bones in Trench at 
Santa Ana. 


(EXCLOSIVE 

SANTA ANA, Jan. 17.—Discov- 
ery of two more skeletons today, in 
close proximity to another, which 
was unearthed several days ago 
in a sewer ditch on a newly 
opened section of Cubbon street, is 
causing considerable comment 
among old residents here. This is 
the third discovery of the kind 
since work first started in the ditch. 
) Finding of the additional skele- 
tons has led authorities to believe 
that the new street runs through 
an abandoned cemetery, but the 
oldest residents are unable to re- 
member ever having heard of the 
location of a burial ground in that 
section. 

That the bones may represent a 
tragedy of years ago has been sug- 
gested and there are many who 
hold to this belief. The work in the 
ditch has been rendered interesting 
by the discovery of the gruesome 
relics and workmen are constantly 
on the watch for further objects of 
the kind.

We have previously studied the 
physical appearance and some of 
the characteristics and traits of the 
people of the
